YACHTING TROUBLES. 


Vigilanfs Withdrawal Causes a Great 


Furor in Yachting Circles. 


NEWPORT, R. I., Aug. 7.—Although 


there is a steady downpour of rain here 
this morning that has spoiled what little 
prospect of a yacht race there may have 
been for today, yet the interest in yacht- 
ing does not at all abate. The first of the 
four days of additional racing was ar- 
ranged by Newport people to be for 
schooners but it was declared off on ac" 
count of rain. 


The chief topic of conversation here con- 


tinues to be the withdrawal of the Vigi- 
lant from the races of Thursday and Satur- 
dayon account of the tactics of the Defen- 
derpeople at the start yesterday. Every 
kind of opinion is expressed here. 


It is safe to say that a majority of the 


yachtsmen here who have expressed an 
opinion as to the Vigilant's .refusal to race 
further with the Defender, are in sym- 
pathy with the Vigilant people. Some of 
the yachtsmen are very outspoken in their 
condemnation of the Defender's action 
and its owner, Mr. Iselin. Mr. Willard of 
the Vigilant has practically all the sym- 
pathy. 


The Defender's course is called "hog- 


ging the line." In other words, the De- 
fender's captain has steadily refused to 
give the Vigilant the right of way at the 
start. It is generally admitted here that 
should such methods be followed in a race 
with an English boat it would result in 
the American boat being run down and 
probably sunk. 


It is Mr. Willard's intention to still race 


the Vigilant on one condition. That is, 
that he receive assurances that yachting 
rules and customs will be observed. Mean- 
while he is awaiting the action of the re- 
gatta committee.

Daniel P. Burlingame. 


Daniel F. Burlingame, one of the oldest 


and by far one of the most honored sons 
of Adams, died at his hornet here at about 
one o'clock yesterday afternoon. 


Mr. Burlingame was born on the old 


Bucklin farm November 6,1807, and was a 
son of Elisha and Phoebe Burlingame. 
He lived with his parents, for years, doing 
farm work during a part of the year and 
attending the common schools of the 
town the remainder. His education was 
carried as far as the then limited advan- 
tages of the town afforded opportunity. 
Although well fitted for other callings, he 
chose to be a farmar and for years labored 
with untiring energy, until he had ac- 
quired as his own, the farm of his grand- 
father, his father and one which he fitted 
up for himself. 


In 1837, Mr. Burlingame wedded Miss 


Mary A. Mason, «nd the couple lived hap- 
pily together until December 27, 1893, 
when the grim reaper carried the wife 
away. Of this union, six children were 
born. One of them died in infancy, and 
another, Kirk, died just after reaching 
manhood. The four still surviving are 
Elisha of Adams, Dr. Dwight E., a 
physician of Elgin, 111., Miss Phoebe A., 
of Adams and John L., treasurer and man* 
ager of the Holyoke Warp company of 
Holyoke. He also leaves a brother, Al- 
mond, of Earlville, 111. 


Mr. Burlingame was, during the whole 


of his life, a staunch Democrat, much in- 
terested in general politics and the gen' 
eral welfare of his town and country. His 
first presidential vote was cast for Andrew 
Jackson. 
He never held public office 


himself except the position of assessor, 
for a short time. At the time of the old 
system of state militia, he was captain of 
the local company and associated with 
the late General Piunkett. He was a dir- 
ector of the First National bank of Adtm8 
for many years, resigning only a few 
months ago. 


The deceased was a progressive man, 


always up to the times and improving his 
posessions even up to the time of his 
death. His opinions were firm and al- 
though not obstinate, would hold to his 
own ideas until convinced they were 
wrong. In business dealings he was to 
the point, honest and exact, expecting all 
with whom he had to do, to be the same. 
He was associated through life with men 
of his own stamp, among them Lawyer 
F. O. Sajl-s, the late Judge Bliss and 
others. 


Although a member of no creed he be- 


.longcd to the congregational society and 
attended the meetings of that body until 
prevented by his ill health. 


Mr. Burlingame has been feeble for sev- 


eral years but was confined to his bed 
only twenty-lour hours previous to his 
death which was caused by a general 
breaking down of the system, duo to a 
long life of work. 


The funeral will occur from -his lace 


home at 2 o'clock tomoirow .afternoon. 
Ou account of Rev. Mr. Penniman's ab- 
sence from town, llev.

Louis, formerly pastor of the Congrega- 
tional church, wbo is trow visictag 
will officiate. 
The Burlingame family was among the 
earliest settlers of the town and Miss 
Phoebe Burlingame, a daughter of the 
deceased gentleman, read the following 
article on the family, at the recent meet- 
ing of the Berkshire Historical society: 


"The earliest record we have of the 


Burlingame family in this country is one 
Roger Burlingame who was in Rhode 
Island as early as 1651. He was the father 
of two children. 
"David Bui-hngame, his grandson, mar- 
riei Mary Brown of the family of Brown? 
who gave the site for Brown university in 
Providence. They had ten children. The 
ninth child was Elisha, who moved to 
Cheshire, Mass., in 1794, locating on a 
farm purchased of Ebenezer Richardson. 
He served for a short time in the Revolu- 
tionary war, helping in the attempt to 
drive the British from Rhode Island in 
1778. 
His gun, bayonet and canteen have 
been preserved. 
His son, Elisha, Jr., born May 19, 1780, 
the "dark day" in New England, pur- 
chased in 1811, a farm of Comfort Arnold 
in Adams, adjoining his father's. This 
place is on the summit of what is some- 
times called Burlingame's hill. In 1830 he 
built the barn, 100 feet by 40 feet, which is 
now standing. It was made of such heavy 
timber and so thoroughly constructed that 
it stands very near plumb on its founda- 
tion to this day. It is said that the boards 
used in the siding nearly all came from 
one tree. About the time it was finished 
Mr. Burlingame was on his way to Troy 
when he met Elder John Leland who in- 
quired if he had completed his barn. Mr. 
±>urlingame told he had and in a joking 
manner asked him if he had better not 
come up and dedicate it on the corning 
4th of July, to which he quickly con- 
sented. The notice was widely spread 
and people came from far and near. The 
road was lined, and the orchard and grove 
were filled with teams and vehicles of 
every description. It was estimated by 
some that there were 1000 people present. 
He prefaced his remarks by saying that he 
had addressed assemblies in the highest 
courts in the country, in churches, halls 
schoolhouses, dwelling houses, tents, 
groves, by road sides under the canopy of 
the heavens, but had never before ad- 
dressed one in a barn. He spoke with 
such power and fervency and made such 
apt illustrations, which was characteristic 
of him, that his remarks were remem- 
bered and often spoken of years alter- 
wards by those who heard him. 
"Daniel F. Burlingame, son of Elisha 
Burlingame, Jr., lived on the home farm 
until 1850 when he purchased of the James 
Mason estate the place at the foot of the 
hill where he now resides at the age of 87 
years.

IN AN ENGINE CAB. 


A Boston Post Reporter Rides Through 


Hoosac Tunnel In an Interesting Way. 


The Boston Post of Monday contained a 


long account of a trip taken by one of its 
reporters from Boston 
to 
Rotterdam 


Junction, N.Y., on the fast express train 
that goes through tbi* town ou its way 
west at 10 p.m. This train is drawn by 
one of the big engines lately Bought by the 
Fitch burg railroad. The repoi^r gives a 
rnnning.sketch of the country through 
which he passes, and the paragraph > cov- 
ering the trip from Greenfield to NVirth 
Adams is as follows : 


"At Greenfield we get into the locomo- 


tive cab with the gritty and efficient 
engineer, J. K. Warren, where we find at 
his elbow the fireman, a bright young 
man who has spent several years in 
Williams college. This is done in order 
to go through the Hoosac tunnel in the 
place on the train where it can .be best 
observed, Greenfield being the last stop 
on the east side, a distance of thirt>; miles 
from its entrance. Decrfleld, whtre a 
great massacre of the earlier settlers^ by 
the Indians occurred, is near Greenfield, 
From Bardwells, close to Greenfield, large 
shipments of the richest milk and cream 
are made to Boston. In a little over thir- 
ty minutes the train nears the town of 
Hoosac Tunnel, from which a narrow 
gauge railway, the Hoosac: Tunnel & Wil- 
mington, extends to Wilmington, Vt., 
twenty miles to the north and from the 
former town the Hoosac tunnel— a won- 
derful feat of engineering, costing over 
§26,000,000— dives under the great range of 
rock, above which is the town cf Florida, 
emerging at North Adams. Into the tun- 
nel we go with a rush. On each side of 
the train are great incandescent lamps, 
rangirg ahead by hundreds, and seeming 
to approach each other nearer the farther 
off they are, at last uniting in a bright 
point. These lights are kept burning 
night and day. At some points columns 
of thin smoke wreathe and toss, a heavy 
freight train having just passed through. 
The train goes so fast the tunnel walls 
seem but a heavy, black blurr. From the 
heights above a big shaft sinks down to 
the centre of the tunnel, giving it ventila- 
tion, driving out the smoke, which is no- 
where very thick. Out in North Adams 
plunges the train, having taken exactly 
eight minutes from end to end of the Hod- 
sac tunnel, which Is much faster than any 
other train goes through."

A:5 fore-warned is forearmed, s 
precaution :nay often do much toward 
warding Oircii-.c\ic by the application of 
.jat v.-oll-.otablisUed maxim that au 
lunce of prevention is worth a pound of 
sure. 


North Adams is not at piesent afflicted 


with anything lifce an outbreak of this 
iiseaso, as was the case last fall. And 
irliat is more, it does not want to be so 
ifflicted, and need not be. Outbreaks of 
Ihis fever are generally traceable to some 
ivrong sanitary condition. A defective 
lyaste pipe, an obstructed drain or sewer, 
i mass of decaying refuse of any kind, all 
'urnisn the necessary condi tions to breed 
.he fatal germs of typhoid fever. And 
lust here is where every man, woman and 
rhild in North Adams can help to prevent 
my possibility of a typhoid outbreak. If 
:here is a water pipe in an improper con- 
Jition, let the first one to discover it re- 
port it to the person whoso duty it is to 
•emcdy the fault. And not only let it be 
•eported, but let the matter be followed 
ip till the danger place is put in a proper 
lanitary condition. If there is a sewer in 
.he street that is clogged or is exhaling 
ilthy and dangerous gases, let it be re- 
ported to the authorities, and those an- 
.horities will certainly regard the public 
velfare in so serious a matter and have 
.he evil remedied. 


And cleanliness about every home in 


Sorth Adams, caution in disposing of gar- 
bage and refuse, is particularly necessary 
n these dangerous months. Anything that 
nay have about it the suspicion of filth 
)r the slightest stench should at once be 
kttended to. 


Our board of health, prudential com- 


uittee and road commissioners should be 
m the alert in preventing any possibility 
)f typhoid conditions pievailing.

STREET CAR HEATING. 


The Street Railroads New Rolling Stock 


fb tie Heated by Electricity. 


Breskjefrt Richmond of the 
Hoosac 


Valley Street Railway company has re- 
ceived from the board of railroad com- 
missioners an official notice dated August 
1 which is of interest locally. The act 
spoken of in the notice was from a bill 
reported by Senator Lawrence as chair- 
man of the committee of street railways. 
A bill was reported by him in relation to 
fenders which became a law also and in 
relation to which public hearings have 
been held. The notice mentioned follows 
and shows itself the value of the law: 


"Under the provisions of chapter 136 of 


the acts of 1895 entitled 'an act relative to 
the heating street railway cars' 
after 


notice to the several street railway com- 
panies and a public hearing of such as 
desired to be heard, and upon considera- 
tion by the board it is determined and 
ordered, that the following requirements 
and regulations be prescribed and notified 
to the several companies relative to the 
subject matter of the aforesaid act: 


"First, the several street railway com- 


panies shall equip snch electric box cars 
as are used by them for the transportation 
of passengers in the mouths of Novem- 
ber, December, January, February or 
March in each year with suitable appara- 
tus for heating the same by electricity, 
provided that other than electric heaters 
may continue to be used in such cars as 
are now equipped therewith, until the 
farther order of the board. 


"Second, electric box cars while in use 


for the purpose of and during the mouths 
aforesaid, shall, when the outside temper- 
ature is less than fifty degrees -above zero 
be kept warmed by such electric or other 
heaters to a,n inside temperature of not 
less than fifty nor more than sixty degrees 
above zero; except at times when the 
company is temporarily prevented from 
so doing by storm, accident, or other con- 
trolling emergency. 


"Third, these regulations shall take ef- 


fect on the. first day of November, 1895, 
and may be modified from time to time 
in general or in particular, as experience 
and the public comfort seem to the board 
to require." 


These regulations will apply to the 


Hoosac Valley street railroad's new roll" 
ing stock and. their enforcement will 
make travel comfortable in the months 
mentioned.

He enumerated the growth 
Oi the sentiment as shown in the socitjes 
for its enforcement. In England there 
are 155 and in this country 230. He then 
considered the positive rights of animals 
to live, a right he said that is not gener- 
ally recognized, though it is based on the 
sacredness and oneness of life. If I can- 
not give life does it not stand to reason 
that I cannot set myself against Him who 
give it if I cause one being to suffer one 
pang. He who sins against the defence- 
less sinks his own moral nature to the 
depth to which he stoops. 


Mr. Rowley is of the opinion that the 


time will come when it will bei foiyid 
that so much animal slaughter will'not be 
necessary for human food. He made 
reference at length to the brutal killing of 
cattle. He cited several incidents of 
cruelty, some of them having come' ufider 
his own observation. He considered the 
"murdered millinery" and a form of in- 
humanity which numbers its victims in 
thousands vivisection. He quoted from 
various authors to show what tortures 
animals were subjected to in the name of 
science. In no state, he said, is there any 
law to prevent such practices in this 
counti y. We want a public 
opinion 


that, will 
demand 
that these ex- 


periments, if necessary 
for ' science, 


be made under the supervision of the state 
and subjected to legal restriction. To 
show just how far this is being attained, 
he spoke somewhat sarcastically of the 
destroying of innocent life that is being 
practiced in public schools, causing the 
blunting of the finer sensibilities of our 
boys and girls.

lant for raring for no puvpo-ie in the world ex- 
ce t to a^ni t m developing the fastest Arnpri- 
ctin yacht, anl thu-. aid in the defense ot the 
Anur.cas c-up. To this end Mr. <2oulcl has 
cheerfully gone to the pioitest expense »«dl 
have taken maeh pauis and sp,»nt much lime. 
I cannot, however, consent to continue i acmg 
Vigilant unle-<* the contests, are to lie con- 
ducted according to the rules of yachting. 
I have now twice given way to Defender 


at the start of the race when Vigilant clearly 
had riprht of way, because I *is unwilling 
to ri«k a collision wh'eh might teavo Aim r 
K-A withotu a cup deUm^er. Howevc r willing 
I may have been to waive raj rights in th» 
past, I am not willing to go on waiving thc-ia 
in difficulty, and even if I were, it is quite 
possible that a situation might be created in 
which a collision would be inevitable. 


Mr. GKmld's sole desire, a-, well as my own, 


is that the cup may bo defended by the fastest 
American stoop, which might not bo the rase 
if Vigilant and Defender collided. 


As you know, I have already protested De- 


fender's action tit the start July 2~'. In to- 
day's race Defender again violated the rules, 
mid forced Vigilant out of position to which 
she was entitled. In both cases there would 
have been a collision u Vigilant had not 
given way. In each case the le^ponsibillty ot 
avoiding an accident was cast upon me. It 
would not be fair either to tne yacht or her 
owner to continue racing under those condi- 
iioi s

the members of the press last night, he 
remarked that the Vigilant, was still at 
the disposal o( the America's cup com- 
mittee, to be used for any purpose they see 
fit. 


How It WM Received. 


Mr Iselin was taken aback by I he news 


that the Vigilant had decided to draw out, 
but he would make no answer to the let- 
ter. Mr. Kane, chairman of the regatta 
committee, also refused to gpe<ik on tiie 
subject, as did Mr. Grinnell, another mem- 
ber. 


It is known, however, that as soon as 


the eoi.unittee received Mr. Willard's let- 
ter all hands of them went over to see 
the writer of the unique missive and had 
a long talk with him. The result of the 
interview is not officially known, and 
probably will not be until the clouds of 
war settle, but the appearance of Mi1. 
Willard, after it took place, was one that 
indicated u firmness of intention that 
could not be mistaken. That there is a 
strong foelmg somewhere between the 
owners of the Defender and Vigilant is so 
evident that it can almost be stated for u 
fact.

America's cup committee are not acting 
in the capacity of a regatta committee 
Tlic-y aie only to judge of the lelative 
ability of the two boats which may rom- 
peto, so that so far as a question of any 
unsportsmanlike action is concerned they 
have nothing to do with it. Their desire 
is to get the very best boat, and they leave 
the conduct of the tual races in the hands 
of the icgutta committee." 


A very prominent yachtsman, whose

"Mr Willard's action was of the 
weakest possible character. If Ned Wil-

Action of the Regatta Committee. 


His action, however, in withdrawing the 
Vigilant from the races is extremely ox- 
asperating and cannot bo too strongly 
eondgmnud 
I am surprised that he 


should do snch a thing after the com- 
mendable manner with which he has 
raced the Vifiilant, and I cannot see how 
he lias gained anything by palling out at 
this time. The letter is a confession of 
weakness."

She says she will enter the^Torwich Free 
academy for aeourse of study in the fall.

Traced by a Trunk. 


Since it became known that Mrs. Gard- 


ner was alive, contrary to the letter writ- 
ten by herself, claiming she was dead, re- 
porters have been following up every pos- 
sible clew which might lead to her dis- 
covery, and it was learned yesterday that 
she had resided with a Mrs. Marshall at 
Cambridge. •' 


Mrs. 
Marshall was positive that Mrs. 


Dorothy Mansfield and Mrs. Gardner were 
ono and the same person, as she recog- 
nized in Mrs. Gardner's photograph the 
same features as of the Mansfield woman, 
who remained with her a week. The 
Mansfield wgman acted very strangely 
during the stay, and informed Mrs. Mar- 
shall that she came from west of Chicago, 
but just where, she kept to herself. 


She also informed her hostess that she 


did not intend to return west, but she was 
going to take up her former vocation ol 
teaching school somewhere in the east. 
Before leaving the Marshall domicile she 
said she intended to attend a summer 
school in Connecticut. 


She brought on with her a valise, but 


this piece of evidence she forget to destroy, 
and it has helped to identity Mrs. Mans- 
fleld as Mrs. Gardner. AH papers which 
she brought with her, tod letters, wore 
consumed by flre. 


Previous to her departure she purchased 


a small trunk at a store in Harvard 
square. In this she stored all her belong- 
ings which went with her on her journey 
over the New York and New England 
road. 


A reporter learned that a driver of an 


express team went to the Marshall resi- 
dence for this trunk. To the reporter the 
driver said: "Yes, I went after the trunk 
and delivered it at the bagage room of the 
New York aad New England road. It 
was on the morning of July 18 when 1 
called at the house, but I did not see this 
Gardner woman.

PLEA FOR ARMENIANS, 


EeliefCanBeBestored Only Through 


the European Powers. 


Neither a Party Matter Nor 


Eeligious Affair. 


Gladstone's Summing Up of Positive Evidence 


Against the Turks. 


LONDON, Aug. 7.—An editorial In The 


Times this morning praises Mr. Glad- 
Bton's prudence in his speech on the Arme- 
nian question, He did not say a word, the 
editorial continues, calculated to hamper 
Lord Salisbury's government. His im- 
passioned rhetoric did not go beyond 
facts. If the speech assists, as it doubtless 
will, in bringing about the desired con- 
summation, he will be rewarded for an ef- 
fort unparalleled even as a mero phys- 
ical achievement by a man of his age. 


The town hall at Chester was packed 


with people yesterday to listen to the 
speech of Mr. Gladstone upon the Arme- 
nian question. 


The audience arose with vociferous cheer- 


ing when Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone, Dnke 
of Westminster, the bishop oJ Chester and 
the mayor of Chester entered the hall. 
The visitors were conducted to seats on 
the platform, and the cheering did not 
stop until the Dnke of Westminster, the 
chairman of the meeting, arose to speak. 
The duke, after a few remarks, read a 
letter from the Marquis of Salisbury, noti- 
fying the duke that the sum of £1000, 
which had been subscribed for the relief 
of the Armenians, had been forwarded to 
the British ambassador at Constantinople, 
who had been given full dlsjretiou as to 
the manner in which the money was to be 
distributed. 


After the usual preliminaries of such a 


meeting had been concluded, Mr Gladstone 
arose amid an outburst o£ enthusiastic ap- 
plause, and, addressing the audience, suid 
that the Armenian question was not a 
party matter or a religious affair. Con- 
tinuing, the great statesman said that the 
present situation in Armenia resulted 
from intolerably bad government—per. 
haps the worst on the face of the earth- 
Mr. Gladstone then lead a resolution to 
this effect: 
Tlie Remedy. 


This meeting expresses Us conviction that 


her majesty's government will have the cor- 
dial support of the entire nation, without 
tinctioii of party, in any measures it may 
adopt, iu order to secure for the Armenians 
such reforms in the administration in the 
province a3 may provide effective guarantees 
for the safety of life, honor, religion and prop. 
erty, and that no reforms can be effected with- 
out the continuous control of the European 
powers. 


Mr. Gladstone said that the resolution 


was a moderate one, and expressed not 
only his own sentiments, but those of their 
transatlantic brethren, who felt even more 
strongly than did those present that the 
dispassionate inquiry which was made 
after the massacre showed that the powers 
of language did not suffice to describe the 
state of affairs. 


Credible American Testimony. 


The inquiry, he continued, had verified 


all the sickening details, not only of Eu- 
ropean, but of American testimony, which 
was doubly entitled to credence, as Amer- 
ica particularly had no interest in the 
Levant. This testimony, said Mr. Glad- 
stone, summed up into four words, was 
"plunder, murder, rape, torture." But, 
added1 Mr. Gladstone, plunder and murder 
were the comparatively mild side of the 
ravisher and torturer. 


"This is not tie work of the dangerous 


classes," continued Mr. Gladstone, "but of 
the government pf Constantinople and its 
agents, and there- is not one of their do- 
ings for which the government is not re- 
sponsible. The Kurds, troops, police and 
tax collectors,entored into deadly competi- 
tion as to which should prove- the most 
adopt in this ' 


HorriMe, Infernal Work. 


"But guiltier than they are the higher 


officials of th» government. It is not 
true that the acts of the Turks were re- 
prisals upon the Armenians for rebelling. 
On the contrary, the Turkish government 
disarmed the Armenians and then turned 
out upon them the barbarians and villains 
of the sultan's cavalry. If there were the 
slightest foundations for hope of better 
government, the Constantinople author- 
ities would be eager to discover and punish 
the perpetrators of'these outrages; but the 
government only met the allegations made 
against it with denial and falsehood— 
weapons familiar to the Turks. 


"The treaty of 18^8 bound the sultan to 


carry out reforms and gave England the 
power to redress wrongs. He has made 
three propositions that our demands be 
moderated, but we must not accept Turk- 
ish promises. We must not fear the word 
'coercion.' It is a word which is heartily 
appreciated at Constantinople." 


In conclusion, Mr. Gladstone said: "We 


are sensible as to what is due our honor. 
We must interpose to demand no more 
than what is just, but we must demand as 
much as is necessary, and demand that 
this be accomplished, whether It is met 
with resistance or not." 


The resolution read by Mr. Gladstone 


was adopted. 


Gold Cure Needed. 


HAVANA, Aug. 7.—The officers of the

and Maria Christina report that near the 
Colorado reefs they met a monstrous fish, 
60 or more yards in length. The monster 
was followed by others of the same species 
of a smaller size.

Says No Bargain Was. Made. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 7.—Senator Quay 


last night issued a formal statement in 
which he absolutely denies that he had 
proposed to David Martin, the Republican 
leader of this city, a bargain looking to 
the cessation of hostilities between them.
